ONFOV. 16 (R) — President Sandro Per- 
tini Tuesday asked veteran Christian Democ- 
rat Amintore Fanfam to form a new govern- 
ment following the resignation of Giovanni 
Spadolinfs coalition last Saturday, a presi- 
dential spokesman announced. 

FanfanL reserved his right to accept the 
offer pending further consultation with polit- 
ical leaders. 

If Fanfam "succeeds to forming a new gov- 
ernment it would mean a return to power of 
the Christian Democrat Party winch has 
dominated political scene here for the past 36 
years. 

Fanfam citing “considerable difficulties.’* 
Tuesday said he wanted to examine the situa- 
tion in parliament before accepting President 
Perrin? s request to form a new government. 

Fanfare must first assure himself of the 
“meanful parliamentary collaboration” 
required to replace the five-party center-left 
coalition of Spadolici who resigned Saturday. 

Observers here noted that Italian political 
leaders tapped by the president to -put 
together new governments traditionally 
opposed acceptance until they have carried 
out parliamentary consultations. - 

Fanfam. the 74-year-old Christian Demo- 
crat who has been premier four times, earlier 
expressed his “gratitude” to Pertini for hav- 
ing offered hhn the chance “to participate ip 
the effort to serve the country.” 

Top German 
terrorist held 

KARLSRUHE, West Germany, Nov. 16 
( AFP) — Christian Klar.. said to be oneof the 
most -wanted terroristsm West Gennady, was ‘ 
attested near Hamburg Tuesday, federal 
police. announced here. Klar, aged 30, was 
arrested during a massive police anti-terrorist 
swoop. Police caught him digging an under- 
ground arms dump in woodland outride 
Hamburg. A spokesman said a second man 
escaped into woodland near the village of 
Friedrichsmh and was being hunted by spe- 
cial police. 

Klar, is regarded by police as the head of 
the extreme left-wing "Red Army Faction*’ 
(RAF), better known abroad as the 
Baader-Meinhof group. 

Klar is suspected of involvement in the kil- 
ling of state prosecutor Siegrfied Buback, 
banker Jurgen Ponto and Hans Martin 
Schleyer. president of the West German emp- 
loyers? federation, in li*77. .

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MOSCOW, Nov. 16 (AP) - Yuri V. 

Andropov, the new Soviet Communist Party 
chiefs told U.S. Vice President George Bush 
during "a 30- minute Kremlin meeting that he 
was prepared to “buQd relations” with the 
United States. 

Bush, talking to reporters Monday after 
the exchange, spoke of the “difficult prob- 
lems that confront us.” However, he said at 
the airport prior to his departure from Mos- 
cow that the "challenges, while enormous, 
are far from insurmountable” and described 
his meeting with Andropov as “frank, cordial 
(and) substantive.” 

Neither the report of the meeting issued by 
the Soviet news agency Tass nor Bush 
revealed what topics were discussed. It was 
the highest-level contact between the two 
superpowers since June 1979 when the late 
- President Leonid 2. Brezhnev and former 
U.S. President Jimmy Carter signed the 
SALT- II Strategic Arms Limitation Treaty in 
Vienna. 

It was also the first major meeting between 
officials of the two countries since Andropov 


was selected Friday to succeed Brezhnev as 
party leader. Brezhnev died last Wed- 
nesday of a heart attack at age 75. 

According to Tass, Andropov told Bush 
that the Kremlin was” prepared to build rela- 
tions with the United States on the basis of 
full equality, non-interference, mutual 
respe ct for the interests of the peoples of bo tb 
nations and the improvement of the interna- 
tional situations.” 

Earlier Monday, during his eulogy to 
Brezhnev from atop Lenin's Mausoleum, 
Andropov said the Soviet Union is "always 
ready for honest, equal and mutually benefi- 
cial cooperation with any state that is willing 
to cooperate .” 

However, he coupled that with the warning 
that the Soviet union was prepared to deal “a 
crushing rebuff” to any aggressor. 

Also participating in the Kremlin meeting 
Monday were Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei Gromyko, U.S. Secretary of State 
George Shultz, U.S. Ambassador Arthur 
Hartman and Andrei Alexandrov, an 
Andropov aide. 


Opposition leads in Brazil 


RIO DE JANEIRO. Nov. 16 (AFP) — 
The opposition Democratic Movement Party 
(PMDP) took an early lead Tuesday in count- 
ing in Brazil's first free election for 1 8 years. 

Monday some 58 million people went to 
the polls to elect governors, deputies, 
senators, mayors and councillors in the coun- 
try’s 22 states. 

First returns put the PMDP ahead in the 
states, gf Parana. Sac Paulo. Minas Gerais. 
Goias. Bahia, Espirito Santo and. surprisingly, 
in Rio de Janeiro where all observers had 
predicted victory for another opposition can- 
didate. the Popnfist Labor Party (PTB) 
leader Leonel Brizola. 

While it was still too early to tell if the 
tendency in these early returns would con- 
tinue, it seemed certain that the election was 
turning into a duel between die Social Demo- 


cratic Party (PDS) which supports the milit- 
ary government and the PMDP. 

Two smaller opposition groups, the Work- 
ers’ Party (PT). led by Ebullient Labor leader 
Luis Ignacio da Silva, known affectionately as 
“Lula”, and the PTB appeared to have polled 
badly. 

The election will decide the makeup of the 
electoral college, of parliamentary deputies, 
senators and state representatives, that will 
formally select a successor to the President 
Gen. Joao Figueiredo. who retires in 1985. 

The congressmen will form the electoral 
college that will pick Figueiredo's successor 
in 1984. 

In Rio the projected winner for governor 
was the Democratic Labor Pam’s Leonel 
Brizola. a leftist leader who fled Brazil after 
the 1964 coup. 


... BEIRUT. Nov..- 16( Agencies) — Nega- 
tions for the evacuation of foreign troops 
from Lebanon could begin as early as Thurs- 
day, the day U.S: special Middle East Envoy 
Philip Habib is expected to return here. 
Lebanese sources said Tuesday. 

An authorized Lebanese source said the 
long-awaited talks could open this week in a 
hotel at the southern edge of the capital as 
Israel had accepted the composition of the 
Lebanese delegation put forward by the 
Lebanese government. 

• The two countries have been at logger- 
heads over the issue of representation, with 
Israel demanding that the Lebanese delega- 


tion include political and not just V 
officials in view of a long-term security set- 
tlemenL' 

Disagreements over this point had been 
conveyed between the two governments by 
U.S. envoy Morris Draper. 

Israel has also demanded that the talks be 
held alternatively in Beirut and Tel Aviv 
while rite Lebanese government wanted talks 
to take place in the border town of Nakoura. 

An authorized Lebanese source earlier this 
week said he believed Lebanon would ulti- 
mately be forced to pay the price for an 
evacuation of Israeli troops by the acceptance 
of a security agreement. 


OAU talks stalled F-15s grounded 


TRIPOLL Nov. 16 (AFP) — The Organ- 
ization of African Unity ministerial confer- 
ence was stalled Tuesday as a dispute 
developedover which of two Chadian delega- 
tions should be represented. 

• Instead of hearing a report covering four 
years of OAU activities by outgoing 
Secretary- General Edem Kodjo as 
scheduled, delegates wrangled over Chad. 

A delegation representing President His- 
sene Habre's Ndjamena government isclaim- 
ing CbaJsseat, but so is the rival government 
of former leader Goukocni Weddeye, instal- 
led by Libyan leader Muammar Qaddafi in 
Bardai, at the end of last month. 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16(R) — The U.S. 
Air Force announced.it has grounded 500 of 
its F-15 fighter planes for mechanical prob- 
lems. 

The F-15. built by McDonnell Douglas, is 
the air force’s chief air-superiority fighter. 

Air Force officials said the fighters were 
ground for inspections after trouble was dis- 
covered in cylinders operating control of the 
plane's up and down motions. But they said 
they expectea the planes to be back in opera- 
tion in about a week.

BAGHDAD. Nov. 16 (R) — President 
Saddam Hussein of Iraq said Tuesday that his. 
forces had crushed two big new attacks by 
Iran in the Gulf war. 

The official Iraqi News Agency (IN A) 
quoted him as telling a group of soldiers being 
awarded medals for bravery* that the attacks 
had been “completely destroyed' and the 
only Iranians to survive were those who had 
fled or been captured. 

The agency quoted a military spokesman 
as saying one of the attacks was launched 
Monday night in the central sector of the 
battle front and the other early Tuesday 
morning in the southern sector. 

He said both assaults were aimed at push- 
ing into Iraqi territory but he did not make 
clear whether the Iranians had in fact crossed 
the border at any stage. 

IN A said the first assault started in the area 
of Mandali. the closest point on the front to 
Baghdad and the scene of a previous Iranian 
offensive last month. The agency quoted a 
military spokesman as saying that Iraqi forces 
had crushed the attack at dawn and a number 
of Iranian prisoners had been taken and 
equipment, including tanks, had been cap- 
tured. IN A said. 

Later, the agency reported the spokesman 
as saying the Iranians had mounted another 
attack further south in the .Vlissan region 
early Tuesday. This had also been crushed 
but Iraqi troops were still chasing the 
remnants of the attacking force, the 'spokes- 
man said. 

The Iraqi spokesman described the second 
attack as extensive and said it was directed

Saddam vows 
to stay on 

BAGHDAD. Nov. 16 (AP) — Iraqi 
President Saddam Hussein Tuesday 
rejected Iranian demands for his downfall 
and vowed to remain in power even if the 
Gulf war "lasts another 10 years.” 

In a press conference with American 
reporters, he also accused the United 
States and the Soviet Union of conspiring 
secretly to prolong the Guff war. 

He inferred that the Soviets had not 
given up to commitments contained in a 
1972 treaty of friendship with Iraq and 
warned his regime would not restore rela- 
tions with the United States as long as it 
fueled the war in secret. 

“W c will continue the war until the 
L4,einy respects Iraq’s independence and 
a cur 'y .jiti CntsT interfere in internal 
matters “ he said. 

“We have no other choice. The enemy 
has imposed war. We have tried all means, 
we have knocked on all doors. We have no 
^choice but lo fight.” .

Information Minister Dr. Muhammad 
Abdo Yamani said after the cabinet session 
that ministers reviewed the results of talks 
between King Fahd and President Gemayel 
covering issues discussed between the 
Lebanese delegation and Saudi Arabian 
authorities. 

Talks with President Gemayel were "con- 
structive and marked with sincere discussions 
and a positive desire to help Lebanon over- 
come its crisis and restore its security, stabil- 
ity and start reconstruction,** King Fahd told 
the ministers." Discussions were realistic and 
fruitful and I reaffirmed to President 
Gemayel, and members of his delegation, the 
Kingdom's stand and its support of Leba- 
non."

Saudi investments cause outcry in Toronto

TORONTO. Nov. 16 (AP) — The sale of 
68 high-rise apartment buildings to investors 
from Saudi Arabia prompted calls Monday in 
the federal and provincial parliaments for 
government action to protect tenants from 
stiff rent increases. 

At the Ontario Parliament in Toronto, the 
leader of the socialist New Democratic Party. 
Bob Rae. called for an emergency debate on 
the issue, which affects tenants in nearly 
1 1 .000. apartments. 

His request was refused, but Robert Elgje. 
minister of consumer and commercial rela- 
tions. said the government planned to discuss 
the controversy at a cabinet meeting Tues- 
day. 

In Ottawa, representatives of both opposi- 
tion parties and a liberal back-bencher called 
on the federal government to intervene for 
the tenants. 

"An Arab takeover of 1 0.000 rental units 
will create no new fobs, no new industry, 
nothing but higher rents for working Cana- 
dians.” said housing critic Ian Deans of the

"there's a big. big difference between 
investment that increases rent and invest- 
ment that increases housing.” said conserva- 
tive MP David Crombie. a former Toronto 
mayor. 

Housing Minister Romeo Leblanc 
described the issue as "potentially a very 
serious problem.” and said he has asked offi- 
cials of the Canada Mortgage and Housing 
Corp.. to look into the situation. 

It was announced last week that the apart- 
ments had been sold by Cadillac Fairview 
Corp.. Inc., one of Canada's top real estate 
firms, to Greymac Credit Corp.. for $221 
million. 

Within a few days, the properties were pas- 
sed on to another firm. Kilderkin Invest- 
ments Ltd., and finally to a series of com- 
panies — named only by six-digit numbers — 
said to be representing about 60 Saudi Ara- 
bian investors. 

The final sale price to the Saudi Arabians 
was $410 million. 
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Spokesman for tenants' associations at the 
buildings said they feared the sale would lead 
to huge rent increases. Ontario’s rent control 
law usually limits increases to 6 percent per 
year, but landlords are permitted higher rent 
hikes to cover increased financing costs. 

Some analysts have questioned whether, 
the price purportedly paid by the investors 
accurately represents the deal with Kilderkin 
investments, which is to manage the proper- 
ties for the new owners.

A. Gluskin of Brown Baldwin Nisker Ltd. in 
Toronto said die terms of the management 
contract and of the.mortgage loans between 
tiie Saudi Arabians and. firms linked to the 
would- be key factors in f assessing the

The U.N. General Assembly on Monday 
adopted by unanimous consent a declaration 
- calling on nations to settle international dis- 
. pines “ exclusively by peaceful means. " 

The Manila Declaration on the peaceful 
settlement of international disputes — . 
drafted in February and March 1980 in the 
Philippines’ capital city of Manila — grew out 
of an assembly debate on peaceful settlement 
of disputes begun in 1 979. 

Philippine Foreign Secretary Carlos P. 
Romulo told the 157-nation assembly its 
action was “ a milestone " in peace efforts. 

‘ Imre Hollai of Hungary, president of the cur- 
turn session, said the declaration’s adoption 
-would “ no doubt be recognbred” ’ as an 
important breakthrough for international 
r,J cooperation. 

■V". In the main part of the document, the Gen- 
* eral Assembly “ solemnly declares ” that 
' “ every state shall settle its intemationa 1 dis- 
. . pules exclusively by peaceful means in such a 
manner tbat international peace and security. 


and justice, are not endangered. ” 

— The declaration says suites shall seek set- 
tlement of their disputes by negotiation, 
inquiry, mediation, conciliation, arbitration, 
judicial settlement, resort to regional agen- 
cies or other peaceful means of their own 
choice. 

If these fail, it says, they shall refer the 
dispute to the Security Council in line with 
charter provisions and the council may either 
recommend other ways to settle the depute or 
else terms for a settlement. 

The declaration also says U.N. members 
should bear in mind that the charter author- 
izes the General Assembly itself to recom- 
mend ways for peaceful adjustment of dis- 
putes in cases where the council is not already 
involved. 

The resolution incorporating the declara- 
tion was recommended to the assembly by its 
legal committee. The committee -report that 
contained the resolution introduced by the 
committee rapporteur.

188 £. Germans fled to death 


SALZGITTER, West Germany. Nov. 16 
(AFP) — A total of 1 88 East Germans trying 
to flee to West were shot down by border 
guards since Nov. 15, 1961, a West German 
official announced here. During the same 
period. East German soldiers opened fire 
4.167 times on compatriots trying to flee the 
country. 

The figures were given by Carl Hermann 
Retemeyer, a prosecutor and bead of the 
government office that keeps track of inci- 
dents with East Germany, on the bureau’s 


21st anniversary. Of the 188 dead 7l were 
killed trying to cross the Berlin Wall while the 
other 1 17 lost their lives trying to cross the 
border at other points, he said. 

East German authorities also arrested 
2,585 East Germans at the border with West 
Germany during the same period. Another 
18,823 were tried for alleged political 
motives. In alL, 28,044 “incidents and acts of 
violence” have been registered by the West 
German office in the last 21 years. 


Nicaragua fears U.S.-backed war 


UNITED NATIONS, New York. Nov. 16 
'AFP ) — The Nicaraguan government fears 
i U.S. -backed “large-scale aggression” in the 
rear future. leading to open warfare between 
Nicaragua and its Central .American neigh- 
bor, Honduras. 

Nicaraguan Foreign Minister Miguel 
f Escoto said in a letter to the president of the 
Security Council, published here Monday, 
bat a recently announced postponement of - 
J.S.- Honduran joint exercises was a “tacti- 


cal maneuver” rather than a signal that the 
United States favored peace. 

D’ Escoto accused the U.S. Central Intel- 
ligence Agency (CIA) of aiming to destabil- 
ize Nicaragua, where the present Sandinista 
revolutionary regime ousted dictator Anas- 
tasio Somoza in 1979. The foreign minister 
quoted articles in U.S. newspapers to “con- 
firm” his charges. D’ Escoto concluded by 
renewing Nicaragua’s offer to negotiate with 
the United States and Honduras.

UNITED NATIONS, Nov. 16 (AP) — 
The United States has renewed its allegations 
that Soviet and Vietnamese forces are uang 
chemical and biological warfare in Laos, 
Cambodia and Afghanistan. 

Eugene Douglas, U.S. coordinator for 
refugee affairs, told the U.N. social, 
humanitarian and Cultural Committee the 
United States had “thoroughly documented" 
its allegations that" mycotoxin, popularly cal- 
led yellow rain” had been used in Southeast 
Asa and Afghanistan. 

He did notppell out the evidence, but said 
the claims “ have been verified by other gov- 
ernments as weD.” He cited a Canadian gov- 
ernment study which he said found “evidence 

of the use of mycotoxms in Southeast Asia 
and Afghanistan” and later told reporters 
that otter nations are also looking into the 
claims. 

However, when a reporter asked why the 
United Statesappeaxed to be alone in making 
the alleged practice a major issue, he added: 
“I think the United States stands alone on a 
lot of questions,” because of otheitf non- 
concern or “simple ttmorousnees, of which 
there is an overabundance in the interna-, 
tional community." 

He told the reporters that while touring 
camps of tribesmen who had fled fighting in 
Southeast Asia, he had personally seen 
“people whose symptoms or whose appear- 
ance has no other explanation than chemical 
or biological attack.” He said the symptoms 
included development of enormous sores, 
followed by loss of flesh and death. 

Douglas made his comments as the com- 
mittee began debate on the report of its High 
Com missi oner for Refugees, Poul Hartling. 
The report details efforts to help some 10 
million refugees worldwide including some 5 

U.N. to resolve 
E.Timor dispute 

UNTIED NATIONS. Nov. 16 (Agencies) 
—The U.N. General Assembly's decoloniza- 
tion committee has moved to try to resolve ■ 
the dispute over East Timor, the 
Portuguese-administered territory annexed 
by Indonesia in 1976. 

By a vote of 48 to 42 with 54 abstentions, 
the committee Monday adopted a resolution 
sponsored by Portugal and 15 other countries 
requesting U.N. Secretary-General Javier 
Perez de Cuellar “to initiate consultations 
with all parties directly concerned*' aimed at 
“achieving a comprehensive settlement” of 
the East Timor problem. Observers here saw 
the vote as a boost for Indonesia, which over 
the past three years has steadily increased its 
support here over the takeover of the island. 

Although the number of countries calling 
for self-de termination for East Timor has not 
changed, tte number of abstentions has 
increased,thus eroding support for Portugal 
in its six-year diplomatic battle with Jaka rt a. . 
Monday s resolution was also more moderate 
than tte committee's 1981 one which reaf- 
firmed” the inalienable right of the people of 
East Timor to self-determination and inde- 
pendence” and which expressed deep con- 
cern at tte famine in the island. 

The latest resolution merely requested 
“the special committee on the situation with 
regard to tte implementation of the declara- 
tion on tte granting of independence to oolo- 

nial countries and people to keep the situa- 
tion in tte territory under active considera- 
tion.” ' Obser ver s felt that the improvement in 
East Timor's food situation, underlined by 
several countries in the debate before Mon- 
day's vote and by former Austr alian Prim e 
Minis ter Gough Wbitlamj"also awweutlv 
influenced tte outcome. 

Tte resolution however did mention Por- 
tugal as “the administering power” in East 
Timor when it called upon all specialized 
U.N. agencies and bodies to assist the people 
of East Timor, “in close consultation with 
Portugal” With tte exception of China. Vie- 
ra am and Laos, no Asian country voted for 
tte resolution. Tte United States opposed it. 

Abdullah Kamil tte Indonesian delegate, 
opposing tte resolution said “ The process of 
decolonization ended when East Timor 
became integrated into Indonesia in 1976." 
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mill in n in various parts of Africa and 2.7 
million to 3 million from Afghanistan, most 
of tfiemin Pakistan.

Judge dismisses 
U.S. draft case 

LOS ANGELES, Nov. 16 (R) - A U.& 
judge dismissed a charge against a 21 -year- 
old man for failing to register for military 
service in a decision which a defense lawyer 
said could affect rim Oar conscription cases. 
'At least a dozen other young Americans have 
been charged with refusing to register for 
mfliiary service, and four have been con- 
victed so far. 

Mark Rosenbaum, a lawyer for the Ameri- 
can Civil Liberties Union, told reporters: 
“Today’s derision means that if other courts 
follow the reasoning of this court, tte other 
indictments will have to be dismissed and 
conscription declared null and void.” 

Rosenbaum is representing David Wayte, 
of Pasadena, California, against whom the 
charge of failing to register was dismissed 
Monday. U.S. District Court Judge Terry 
Hatter threw out the charge. jafter the pro- 
secution refused to allow presidential coun- 
selor Edwin Meese as a witness in the case 
against Wayte and ro band over White House 
and selective service (conscription) docu- 
ments.

LONDON - 

Is Margaret Thatcher content to be prime minis- 
rerof Britain or does she want to be president? The 
question is being asked in British political circles in 
tones that mix seriousness with sarcasm as reports 
circulate that she intends to gather around her a 
cabal of confidants to keep tabs on her cabinet 
ministers. 

Mrs. Thatcher, victor of the conflict with Argen- 
tina over the Falkland Islands and vanquisher of 
trades union militants at home, plans to set up a 
prime minister's department, probably after the 
next general election, the reports say. They have 
received sufficiently wide currency for at least one 
cabinet minister likely to be affwaed to protest 
publicly and volubly that it would involve a major 
constitutional change. ■ 

Foreign Secretary Francis Pym, sometimes men- 
tioned as a successor to the Conservative Party 
leader, said he would be totally against strengthen- 
ing the prime minister’s role by establishing a new 
Ueparment. 

"The prime minister is chairman of a group of 
cabinet ministers, and they have to carry out their 
responsibilities and are answerable to the House of 
Lommons." he said on television recently. "If you 
envisage a large prime minister's department with 
the prime minister in some way taking the respon- 


sibilities that belong all around the cabinet table, 
that is a major constitutional change." 

But he conceded: "If she feels she wants some 
help and she decides to appoint somebody, whoever 
ir may be, to help her do that, well, then, so be it.” 

Mrs. Thatcher is already deeply involved in the 
business of Pym’s Foreign Office. Political sources 
say morale at the Foreign Office was shattered by 
the sudden eruption of the FalkJands crisis and the 
unexpected resignation of Lord Carrington as fore- 
ign secretary. Pym took over, but he has not been 
able to establish his authority over Britain's foreign 
relations in the way that his predecessor was able to 
do. 

On Mrs. Thatcher's recent visit to Japan, China 
and Hong kong — a major tour dealing with impor- 
tant questions fundamental to the conduct of Brit- 
ish foreign policy — Pym was pointedly excluded 
from the entourage. 

And now an old Foreign Office hand is being 
brought out of retirement to set up a desk in Mrs. 
Thatcher's Downing Street office as her personal 
adviser on foreign affairs. He is Sir Anthony Par- 
sons. an Arabist and a career diplomat who Mrs. 
Thatcher came to know well when he was arguing 
Britain's case at the United Nations as chief British 
delegate during the long days and nights of the 
Falk lands crisis. 

Mrs. Thatcher has not yet announced the 
appointment and denied rhat she intends to set up a 


prime minister's department."! am not setting up a 
de pan mem,” she told David Steel, leader of the 
minority Liberal Party when he questioned her in 
parliament about the reports this week. She said she 
already had the prime minister's office, and from 
time to rime there had been considerable changes 
there. 

But Mrs. Thatcher added: ”1 feel we should have 
some foreign affairs advice in addition ro the other 
advice we already have available in TO Downing 
Street in the prime minister's office, not through a 
non-existent prime minister s department.” 

So, while Pym gets on with the job of running the 
Foreign Office, Sir Anthony will be Mrs. Thaicher’s 
own foreign policy man, just as other senior civil 
servants, academics and businessmen have been 
drafted in to Downing Street to advise her on other 
subjects. 

Evidently believing that the central machinery of 
government needed a shake-up, she brought Sir 
Derek Raynerin from Marks and Spencer, a major 
chain store, to advise her on efficiency in the 
bureaucracy. 

Professor Alan Walters, a monetarist and free 
marketeer after Mrs. Thatcher's own heart, became 
her personal economic adviser. And there are 
unconfirmed reports that two top-ranking civil ser- 
vants — the so-called mandarinsof Whitehall — are 
about to join Mrs. Thatcher's team to advise her on 
defense and intelligence.

Nuclear lobby gaining ground in India

NFW' DELHI — 

An influential lobby has emerged with this mes- 
sage to the government: India must have its finger on 
the nuclear trigger. Ironically, the message comes at 
a time when Indian policy makers are negotiating a 
new deal with France for its nuclear industry. The 
French are demanding stiff safeguards, particularly 
in the supply of fuel to the Tarapur atomic power 
plant. 

The French maintain they mist demonstrate to 
the world that by supplying enriched uranium to 
India, they are not opening the doors to further 
proliferation of nuclear weapons. India has. how- 
ever. firmly rejected the French conditions. Indo- 
Frcnch officials arc trying to resolve the impasse but 
the emergence of the lobby, according to experts, 
has made things more complicated, especially for 
the Indians. 

For. the lobby is headed by K. Subrahmanyam. 
the country's leading nuclear bomb advocate. A 
senior Indian official. Subrahmanyam recently con- 
vened a top-seerct seminar on the country’s nuclear 
policy in his capacity as head of the Institute of 
Defense Studies and Analysis. Co-sponsoring the 
seminar was the Jowaharial Nehru University in 
New Delhi. 

( )f extreme interest to competent observers was 


the presence and active participation at the seminar 
of Ram Nath Kao. a trusted aide and security 
adviser of Prime Minister Indira Gandhi. Kao also 
headed the Research and Analysis Wing (RAW), 
the county’s top intelligence organization. 

Through books and the Indian lecture circuiL 
Subrahmanyam argues forcefully that the country 
must be prepared to exercise its' nuclear option at 
shon notice, "should the need arise.” He contends 
that the nuclear buildup in China has put India in an 
untenable position. A background paper on India’s 
security policy, which was presented at the seminar, 
supports the Subrahmanyam stand, it deplores the 
inexplicable neglect of the country’s nuclear indus- 
try and research. 

The paper says: "India, the leader in nuclear . 
technology among dcveloping l nations.is in danger 
of suffering the same fate as hs ignominious defeats 
on the hockey field.” . . 

Another paper contends, that if India uses its 
nucTca r option it would riot go against the late Prime 
Minister Nehru’s doctrine on security. "India today 
is situated at the crossroads -among three major 
nuclear powers, with Pakistan going all-out for nuc- 
lear capability." it says. "New Delhi must seriously 
rc-cxaminc its policy not to go for nuclear 
weapons." 

According to the paper, the basic premises of the 


Nehru doctrine — total identification with anti- 
coloniaJtsm. commitment to nonalignment and 
Afro- Asian solidarity — stfll hold true even today. 
"But since the idiom of international politics is 
power, only those having power can hope to reform 
the system.” the paper argues. It cites China as an 
example. 

The same paper contends that China's nuclear 
capability also places India at a distinct disadvan- 
tage. As Subrahmanyam puts \C India "cannot 
escape its destiny as a nuclear power after China's 
derision to produce nuclear weapons." Elucidating 
further, the paper maintains that at this point, pros- . 
pects of improving relations between New Delhi 
and Peking “are not very good.” It notes that China 
" has always nursed an am bition to become the lead- 
ing and most powerful nation in the continent ” 

The paper says that China's armed forces, 
although numerically superior; are currently on the 
same level as those of India primarily because both 
lack modern arms and equipment. But China- cer- 
tainly holds a dear edge over India in terms of 
nuclear capability. 

Thus, it is essential that India develop its own 
nuclear weapons to put it on equal footing with 
China. With its own nuclear capability. India can 
withstand any military and political pressure from 
China, so that argument goes. (Deptlmews)

Argentina's armed forces are trying to extract 
guarantees from the country's political parties that

life." 

This proposed broad agreement between mflitarv 
and civilians aims to create "the necessarv cundi- 
tions for handing over to a stable democracy; 1 
junta said in a message broadcast to the nation lag 
week. 

But military sources dose to the junta said the 
armed forces were also anxious to prevent any mans 
trial by a civilian government of those held respond 
ible for human rights abuses, corruption and 
administrative incompetence under milhary fuk 
The kind of deal being sought would limit the free- 
dom of future civilian governments hi key areas 
even though the junta's message specifically denied 
this, the sources admitted. 

The junta has made proposals for a degree u f 
military participation in the administration, the 
sources said. This would be reflected either by the 
presence of some military officers in the cabinet or 
by the creation of a national security council, domi- 
nated by the military, with a decisive say in vetting 
government policy. 

The armed forces believe that on their own the 
civilians cannot be trusted to prevent a resurgence 
of the leftist guerrilla movements which were wiped 
* out by the military in a ruthless campaign in the late 
iy70s. For eight years Argentina has been under a 
state of siege, a modified form of martial law.. 

The junta is willing to negotiate lifting the stale of 
siege before elections are held, the sources said. But 
rt is pressing for hundreds of left-wing political 
exiles to be kept out of the country — at leak until 
the new' civilian government takes office. 

Senior military officers have already voiced their 
concern over possible guerrilla infiltration from 
Bolivia. Retired Gen. Leandro Anaya told repor- 
ters that 500 Cuban military instructors bad arrived 
in Bolivia since the elected left-wing government of 
President Hernan Silcs Zuazo took power in La Paz 
last month.

Israelis move into Aley 
after sectarian f ig h ting 


BEIRUT. Nov. 1 6 { AP) — Israeli armored 
forces moved into the mountain town of Aley 
Tuesday and ordered a curfew to stop 
machine gun and mortar battles between 
Christian and Druze mUrtias. 

Earlier, unidentified gunmen — believed 
to be Druze leftists — fired a rocket- 
propelled grenade at an Israeli patrol in the 
mainly Druze- populated Shweifat neighbor- 
hood. An Israeli military spokesman in 
Baabda. eight kilometers east of Beirut said 
the Israelis killed one attacker in the ensuing 
gun battle. He said none of the Israelis were 
jiurt. 

The Israeli occupying forces in Lebanon 
still control the central Lebanese mountain 
district known as the Chouf. but have been 
■unable to stop sectarian fighting between 
Christian rightists and Druze leftists that has 
claimed more than 50 lives in the past month. 

Street battles between Christians and 
Druzes broke out Tuesday morning in Aley. a 
town of about 1 0.000. 1 2 kilometers south- 
east of Beirut. There was no report on how 
many militiamen were involved. 

Lebanon's state and privately owned radio 
stations said the Israeli forces moved in late in 
the morning and broadcast appeals for a 
ceasefire through bullhorns. The radios said 
the fighting stopped at 1:15 pan. (1115 
GMT), two hours after the Israelis moved in. 
There was no immediate report on casualties. 

Some Lebanese Christian and Druze lead- 
ers have accused the Israelis of deliberately 


fueling the Chouf fighting in order to justify 
their continued presence in some parts of 
Lebanon. 

AD Lebanese radios said Tuesday that 
Israeli forces had withdrawn from the Yarae 
neighborhood that houses the Lebanese 
Army Command and U.S. Ambassador 
Robert Dillon's house, eight kilometers east 
of Beirut 

American Marines have been patrolling 
Christian sectors in East Beirut but Lebanese 
government sources said the Marine com- 
mand refused a Lebanese request to send 
patrols into Yarze and Baabda because of the 
continued presence of Israeli forces there. 
The Israeli withdrawal could mean an expan- 
sion of Marine patrols into that area. 

The 4.000-man multinational peacekeep- 
ing force made up of U.S. Marines. French 
and Italian troops, was dispatched to Leba- 
non in September to help the Lebanese Army 
assert its control over Lebanese territory 
after eight years of strife. 

Meanwhile, seven U.S. congressmen met 
President Amin Gemayel Tuesday on a 
one-day fact-finding visit to Lebanon, presi- 
dential, palace officials said. 

The delegation, headed by the Lee Hamil- 
ton. a Democrat from Indiana, met earlier 
with Foreign Minister Elie Salem and was to 
see Prime Minister Shafiq Wazzan. leftist 
leader Walid JumblatL U.S. Middle East 
envoy Moris Draper and U.S. Ambassador 
Dillon during their visit. 


Sharon sets terms for withdrawal 


TEL AVIV. Nov. 16 (AP) — Israeli 
Defense Minister Ariel Sharon said Tuesday 
that all Palestinian commandos must leave 
Lebanon and that the Syrian Army must 
withdraw from the central mountain area 
there before Israel would begin an initial 
withdrawal. Israel radio reported. 

Speaking in closed session to parliament’s 
foreign affairs and security committee. Sha- 
ron also said that prisoners must be 
exchanged and the bodies of Israelis killed in 
fighting returned before Israel would with- 
draw to a line 40 kilometers north of its bor- 
der. the radio said. 

Sharon said there are 7.000 commandos of 
the Palestine Liberation Organization in 
Lebanon, the state radio reported. They are 


concentrated in the northern Tripoli area and 
behind Syrian lines in eastern Lebanon’s 
Bekaa Valley. 

The multinational force now policing the 
Beirut area would move into the central 
mountains to fill the vacuum left by the 
Syrian withdrawal, the radio quoted Sharon 
as saying. Sharon also insisted that the nor- 
malization process must begin between Israel 
and Lebanon, and that the Israeli Army par- 
ticipate in talks on security arrangements for 
South Lebanon, the radio said. 

He reiterated Israers demands that the 
Lebanese Army patrol the south, in conjunc- 
tion with supervision by the Israeli Army, but 
that no artillery be stationed there, the radio 
said.

Bhutto, widow of executed Prime Minister 
Zulfikar Ali Bhutto and leader of a major 
Pakistan opposition party, will leave early

Tuesday. 

Dr. Abdul Hayee Saeed, who- will accom- 
pany Mrs. Bhutto, said she has been allowed 
a new passport and foreign exchange totaling 
$25,000 for travel and medical expenses. 

Mrs. Bhutto, 53. has headed her husband 1 s 
Pakistan People's Party since his execution in 
]y7y in a murder-conspiracy case. She 


petitioned in August for permission to travel 
abroad for medical treatment. The govern- 
ment agreed to her request last Friday after 
receiving a report from a medical board 
which examined her. She returned to her 
residence here Monday from a . hospital 
where site was taken on Nov. 10 after losing 
consciousness. Saeed said she was feeling bet- 
ter. •;

Zia, Andropov discuss Afghanistan 


MOSCOW. Nov. 16 (AFP) — New 
Soviet Communist Party Secretary-General 
Yuri Andropov has wasted no time getting 
to grips with the burning issue of Afghanis- 
tan. discussing the situation there Monday 
with Pakistani President Muhammad Zia 
ul-Haq. Soon after the state funeral for 
Leonid Brezhnev Monday, his successor at 
the head of the party met both Gen. Zia and 
Afghan President Babrak Kannal. 

The issue has soured international rela- 
tions for close on three years. The party 
newspaper Pravda reported Tuesday that 
both foreign ministers — Soviet Andrei 
Gromyko and Sahabzada Yaqub Khan for 
Pakistan — attended the meeting, the first 


top level contact between the two countries 
on the problem since the Soviet interven- 
tion in December. 

Soviet radio gave prominence to the talks 
in Tuesday’s news broadcasts. Andropov’s 
prompt move on Afghanistan interested 
analysts here for two reasons. As one Soviet 
source said, it showed there is no wavering 
in the Kremlin. Only five days after the 
death of Brezhnev, who led the Soviet 
Union for 1 8 years, his successor was seen 
to be in command. 

But the speed also proves that Afghanis- 
tan remains a thorn in the Kremlin's side 
which “Andropov might attempt to get rid 


of." as one Western diplomat said. For sev- 
eral months. Soviet sources have said 
informally that the country amid have 
spared itself the invasion of Afghanistan 
which has poisoned international relations, 
in an implicit criticism of B rezhnev's leader- 
ship. 

Although as a member of the Politburo 
Andropov was associated with those 
policies, observers believe he will have a 
wider margin of maneuver than his prede- 
cessor. who was obliged to back the decision 
to intervene to the hilt. It remains to be seen 
what course Andropov — who is something 
of a mystery to observers — will choose. 


Oyer 20 killed as explosions rock Kabul 


ISLAMABAD. Nov. 1 6 (AFP) - More 
than 20 persons were reportedly killed m 
bomb explosions m three restaurants in the 
center of Kabul last week in what Western 
diplomatic sources here said was a" drama- 
tic increase of resistance activity'' in the 
Afghan capital. 

The sources said bombs went off 45- 
minutes apart during the afternoon of Nov. 
11 in the three restaurants in the Share-Nau 
commercial district of Kabul frequented by 
police, soldiers and officials sympathetic to 
the regime of Babrak Kazmal. The most reli- 
able estimates, sources said, put the number 
of dead at more than 20, although resis- 


tance circles spoke of 60 to 80 fatalities. 

Shooting throughout much of the city has 
occurred every night for the past week, the 
sources said, as assassinations of persons 
favorable to the Soviet- backed Kabul 
regime have risen. Heavy artillery 
exchanges have been reported in the Deh- 
Zab suburb near the airport. 

The sources said that near Paghman, 
some 20 kms north of Kabul, Mujahedeen 
Islamic resistance fighters have stepped up 
their pressure on Soviet- Afghan forward 
positions established after last month's 
Soviet aerial bombardments. In three 
months of fighting, they added, resistance 


forces shot down five Soviet helicopters and 
over the past few days Soviet authorities 
have sent MiG jets to bomb suspected resis- 
tance positions. 

Meanwhile, one Western diplomatic 
source, citing repons from doctors in 
Kabul, Monday, confirmed that some of the 
bodies removed from the Salang Pass Tun- 
nel, where hundreds of Soviet troops and 
Afghan civilians were said to have perished 
on Oct. 30, were riddled with bullets. Dip- 
lomats have theorized the Soviet troops 
may have opened fire on the Afghans inside 
the tunnel believing them to be members of 
the resistance. 


Pressure on Soviets must be upheld — Hurd 


ISLAMABAD. Nov. 1 6 (AFP) — Doug- 
las Hurd, minister of state at the British 
Foreign Office, has stressed what he called 
the importance of maintaining “maximum 
pressure" on the Soviet Union to withdraw 
from Afghanistan, both through the United 
Nations and the internal resistance. 

“It is clearly right that the armed struggle 


in Afghanistan is to continue”. Hurd said 
here Monday. He said he was “not prepared 
to discuss the origins of the weapons that 
the resistance clearly receive" and refused 
to deny that Britain might be one of the 
suppliers. 

Hurd said the Soviets must be offered a 
way out of Afghanistan "without humilia- 


tion” and suggested that indirect talks bet- 
ween Pakistan. Iran and Afghanistan 
opened in June under U.N. auspices were a 
step in the right direction. 

After a meeting with Pakistani Foreign 
Ministry officials Monday, he said London 
and Islamabad shared a “dose convergency 
of views on Afghanistan." J 


Israel plans 
action against 
pro-Jordan 
Palestinians 

TEL AVIV. Nov. \b (Agencies) — Israel 
plans to act against pro-Jordanian Palestinian 
leaders in the occupied West Bank to reduce 
Jordanian influence m the territory, the inde- 
pendent newspaper Haaretz reported Tues- 
day, It quoted details of what it described as 
directives issued by the Israeli civil administ- 
ration responsible for the Palestinian West 
Bank. 

The directives include taking “maximum 
measures" against Jordanian sympathizers 
“to bring them around to supporting’ the 
(Israeli - ) administration." it reported. 

The new directives appeared aimed at 
thwarting efforts by Jordan's King Hussein to 
act as a representative of the Palestinians in 
negotiations on the future of the West Bank. 
King Hussein recently met Palestine Libera- 
tion Organization (PLO) leader Yasser 
Arafat to seek a PLO mandate to conduct' 
talks on the West Bank. 

The directives call for" establishing control 
over the local (Palestinian) system” and for 
"massive dismissals of those who stand in the 
way." according to the newspaper. Israel has 
dismissed nine Palestinian mayors this year 
for supporting the PLO and refusing to coop- 
erate with Israeli civil authorities. 

The reported directives suggest Israel now 
intends to act against pro-Jordanian Palesti- 
nians it has considered moderates in the past. 

Parliamentarian Dror Zcigerman of the 
ruling Likud Party was quoted by Haaretz as 
saying the directives appeared to violate 
terms of Palestinian autonomy set out in the 
Camp David accords.

BERNE, Nov. 16 (R) ' — Having con- 
quered World Champions Italy in Rome, 
Switzerland have high hopes of picking up the 
pieces of their European Soccer Champion- 
ship campaign against Scotland Wednesday. 

The unpredictable Swiss made a poor start 
in Group One when they were thrashed 3-0 
in Belgium on Oct. 6 but showed their true 
worth by bearing the Italians 1-0 in a friendly 
three weeks later. 

Scotland, slowly rebuilding after a some- 
what disappointing World Cup, made a con- 
fident start with a 2-0 win over East Germany 
in Glassgow last month. The morale of the 
Swiss is at an aH-tirae high and, not surpris- 
ingly, manager Paul WoLfisberg has stuck 
with the 1 1 heroes of Rome. 

That means there is no place in the side for 
Italian-born midfielder Umberto Barberis. 
now fully recovered from a borken nose, who 
mused (he trip to Italy due to commitments 
with his French dub Monaco. Barberis will 
start the game on the substitutes' bench with 
Raimondo Ponte, who was also born in Italy, 
retaining his place. 

Barberis’ initial response was to return to 
Monaco but Wolfisberg convinced him he 
could be the jocker in the pack and prevailed 
on him to stay with the squad. The elegant 
Rene Botteron, also missing against Italy, is 
again left out and the absence of Switzer- 
land's two big-narae foreign exiles has been 
greeted with relief in the Scots’ camp. 

Scotland manager Jock Stein, who admits 
to being pleased that Barberis and Botteron 
are out, has made just one change to the team 
which beat the East Germans. Dundee 
United striker Paul Sturrock, who came on as 
substitute and scored the second goal, plays 
from the start id place of Tottenham’s Steve 
Archibald. 

The happiest man in the Scottish party was 
Aberdeen's Gordon Strachan who had a 
tooth dislodged in a league game at the 
weekend and has been having difficulty eat- 
ing and sleeping. But tbe little midfielder, 
who has been in sublime form recently, 
showed no ill-effects in training this morning 
and was passed fit. 

Strachan has emerged as one of the game's 
biggest personalities and his presence is vital 
to tbe Scots. He tore apart the East German 
defense at Hampden and his runs will pose 
the Swiss similar problems. 

Meanwhile, Bulgaria and Yugoslavia will 
be fighting for survival when they meet in a 
vital Group Four tie in Sofia. 

There is a mutual lack of optimisn) in the 


two camps as both teams have already drop- 
ped points to Norway and the losers can all 
but kiss goodbye to their hopes of reaching 
the 1984 finals in France. 

The Bulgarians are slightly better off with 
one point from the 2-2 home draw against the 
Norwegians, while the Yugoslavs are still 
licking their wounds after suffering a 3-1 
defeat in Oslo, a result called a “national 
distaste r” at home. “It's a crucial match for 
both teams if we want to retain any chance of 
making it to France," said Bulgarian manager 
Ivan Vornsov." We desperately need to beat 
Yugoslavia.*' 

But Voutsov's situation is not an enviable 
one. Veteran defender and captain Georgi 
Dimitrov is injured as arc strikers Mladenov 
and Kostadinov.

Esso to close 
U.K. refinery 

LONDON, Nov. 16 (AFP) — The United 
States oil company Esso is to close down one 
of the two big refineries that it owns in Britain 
because of the recession in the oil market, 
Esso has announced. 

The refinery, at Milford Haven in Wales, 
has a capacity of 180,000 barrels a day — 
nine million tons a year. It was inaugurated 
in 1 960, and its close will mean the loss of 290 
jobs. 

Esso is to keep in operation its refinery at 
Fowlcy, near Southampton, which has an 
annual capacity of more than 13 million tons. 
Last year Esso closed its refinery at Cologne, 
West Germany.

" We don't want France's independence of 
decision to be altered by conversations which 
have not yet been agreed to by responsible 
authorities,'' he said. 

A diplomat from another European 
nation, which he did not warn identified, said 
his government also was surprised that 
Reagan announced the agreement when it 
hadn’t been completed. “ It surprised us that 
ft happened all that quickly," he said.

Wage freeze lies in store for Australians 


LONDON, Nov. 16 (AFP) - Further 
small gains in payments for larger bulk- 
carriers in the grain trade were made on the 
freight market last week, although rates still 
failed to exceed the lowest levels paid last 
year. * 

Time-chartering remained depressed. 
Shipping sources suggested that the continu- 
ing move into lay-up was at last beginning to 
produce some sort of balance between supply 
and demand for certain categories. 

On the other hand, however, the latest 
estimates of Soviet grain production, which 
show an output slightly better than expected, 
will have a dampening effect on future Soviet 
fixing, the sources said. Trading remained 
generally .quiet, and rumors circulated of very 
cheap rates being paid. 

There was one report of a 60,000-tooner 
paid only 5800 a day for a crip from Japan ro 
Europe, while a 100,000-ton cargo vessel 
was paid $1,300 a day for a trip from South 
Korea via South Africa to Europe. In con- 
trast, a 27,000-tonner was fixed at $5,600 
-day for a trip from Europe to the Middle 
East. 

In the single-voyage grain trade, it was 
reported but not confirmed that a 54,000- 
tonner had been booked from the U.S. Gulf 
to Japan at $17 for a December cargo — 
compared with $14.80 the previous week. 

The latest confirmed rate for a similar- 
sized cargo of U.S. grain to J a pan was $ 1 5.60 
for November.

SYDNEY. Nov. 16 (R) — The Australian 
government, struggling with rising inflation 
and the highest unemployment rate in 40 
years, is trying to sell the idea of a wage freeze 
to give the troubled economy a breathing 
space. 

Worried that the country has been paying 
itslef loo much, has proposed a 12-month 
salary freeze for its own employees while 
advising other workers to curb their wage 
demands too. 

Official figures released recently showed 
539.200 people were unemployed in October 
— 7.8 percent of the total workforce and 
33,000 more than in September. An average 
of 500 jobs a day have disappeared over the 
past 12 months and the situation is causing 
increased anxiety in a nation already suffer- 
ing the effects of one of the worst droughts 
this century. 

The Liberal-National Country Party coali- 
tion government has. like most other West- 
ern nations, blamed worldwide recession. 
But it has also attacked workers for seeking 
ever higher wages. Average adult pay has 
increased 1 8 percent over the past year to 
Australian $339 ($31 7 a week). 

Acting Prime Minister Doug Anthony said 
the government did not plan to impose the 
proposed income freeze by legislation but 
would set an example by holding public sec- 
tor salaries at present levels. 

An effective freeze would release hun- 
dreds of milljons of dollars of government 
funds for use in employment schemes, be told 
a press conference. 

Employment Minister Ian MacPhee said 
Australian workers could no longer continue 
“in this lotus land" and think higher pay 


would not mean more unemployment. He 
warned that nine percent of the work force 
could be out of work by February as more 
school leavers entered the job market. 

Australia's labor-intensive manufacturing 
and construction industries are hardest hit by 
job losses, but steelmaking and coalmining 
are beginning to feel the pinch too. 

A group of steelmen and miners broke into 
the parliament building in Canberra last 
month in protest against lay-offs. Farm 
laborers are also losing jobs as crops wither in 
the drought. The wheat crop will be half last 
year 16 million tons and thousands of Hun- 
gary sheep are being shot in the rainless east- 
ern and southern areas of the countrv. 


Australians arc not used to such hardship. 
In the past the country actively encouraged 
immigration to fill vacancies and once even 
helped pay immigrants' fares to their new 
home. 

Now the government is deporting more 
and more people who cotne here on holiday, 
overstay their visa periods and start working. 
Industrialists have welcomed the govern- 
ment’s call for a wage freeze, while trade 
unions have rejected iL 
The Labor opposition in the federal parli- 
ament has called the proposal a relic of the 
depression-era over 50 years and has instead 
appealed for an overall prices and incomes 
policy. 


Iraq set to get %500m loan 


PARIS. Nov. 16 (AFP) — Iraq, facing 
grave monetary problems, is set to get S500 
million in Eurocredit and payment 
facilities, guaranteed by Western states, for 
major aril equipment projects. These are 
the first such moves since the Iran-Iraq hos- 
tilities began in 1980. 

Several large international banks held a 
meeting Monday in Paris at the offices of 
the Union des Banques Arabes et Fran- 
coises (UBAF) oh a $500 million five-year 
loan for Rafidain, the Iraqi international 
trade bank. 

Details on remuneration, who is to man- 
age the operation and other aspects are 
unlikely to be settled for a few days, accord- 
ing to the UBAF which is acting as agent. 

Participants at the meeting included 
Chase Manhattan. Irving Trust and the 


Banquc Nationak de Paris (BNP) who will 
probably be managers. UBAF executives 
said the capital market was already 
responding weB. Reports indicate that the 
loan is almost fully subscribed, with top 
Arab banks taking a leading part. 

'Reports in London last week that, 
through Rafidain. Iraq was turning to the 
Euromarket, raised eyebrows. Although 
Iraq is not the only country at war to have 
applied for international payment facilities, 
financial sources emphasized the risk of 
becoming involved in credit that might be 
interpreted by Iran as a political decision. 

Prior to the fighting, the payments 
showed big surpluses, enabling Iraq to build 
up reserves of $30 billion to $35 billion. 
These have melted to SI 5 billion. .

Contain protectionism — OECD 


PARIS. Nov. J 6 (Agencies) — Emile Van 
Lennep. secretary general of ihc 24-nation 
Organization for Economic Cooperation and 
Development (OECD) Tuesday warned that 
current poor econumic trends could worsen 
protectionist pressure still further over the 
■ coming months. 

In an unprecedented statement, he said it 
was his~considered opinion" that the danger 
of "a chain reaction of beggar-thy-n^ighbor 
policies with potentially disastrous consequ- 
ences is now greater than at any time since 
World War II. 

" Nothing could more surely destroy hopes 
for (economic) recovery than a relapse into 
the kind of protectionist and self-defeating 
policies which characterized" the 1930's. 
Van Lennep emphasized. 

In his warning, the OfcAJD chief implicitly 
called on governments to make sure that 
decisive progress will be achieved at next 
week's Geneva ministerial meeting of the 
Kri-nation Gene ral Agreement on Tariffs and 
Trade (GATT) which will seek to contain 
mounting protectionist pressures and salvage 
the threatened world multilateral trading sys- 
tem. 

Van Lennep backed up his call by stressing 
that a just-completed OECD secretariat 
reassessment of the international economic 
situation “suggests that the forces putting 
pressures on the open trading system are 
likely to continue to strengthen: Over the 
coming months." 

He cited four factors: “World trade has 
suffered its worst setback since World War IL 
and is expected to remain sluggish for some

time, unemployment is expected to continue 
to rise in most countries, particularly in 
Europe, debtor countries will continue to be 
under strong pressure to improve their trade 
account, prospects for changes in the present 
unbalanced pattern of exchange rates bet- 
ween some of the major trading nations 
remain uncenain." 

In its published outlook the OECD said 
last July that Western industrial nations and 
Japan should begin a gradual recovery by 
early next year with gross national product 
rising by an average 2.5 percent after 0.5 
percent growth this year. 

But the OECD sources said this relative 
recovery had now been delayed partly due to 


poor demand for OECD products from 
developing countries. Eastern bloc state and 
the major oil producing nations during the 
latter part of this year. “Once again the rain- 
bow has been pushed back over the horizon," 
one source said. 

In growing international efforts to escape 
from recession Japan and West Germany 
have recently announced new economic 
programs. 

Last week European Socialist parties, 
meeting in Paris, called at the instigation of 
France for a community-wide program of 
economic expansion to pull the continent out 
of recession.

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP) - The 
United States' foreign trade deficit could soar 
to S75 billion next year, more than doubling 
the current record, a top Treasury Depart- 
ment officials has said. 

However, Deputy Secretary R. . T. 
McNamar indicated Monday the bad news 
will be at least partly roored in the good news 
of an improving economy at home. 

“ We have to recognize the fact the United 
States will lead the global economic recovery, 
and that next year other nations will grow 
more slowly than the U.S. — resulting in 
slower growth in U.S. exports than in U.S. 
imports." he said. 

McNamai's remarks, prepared for delivery 
at the University of Michigan Business 
School, marked the first time a Reagan 
administration official has ventured a public 
guess on the 1983 merchandise trade deficit. 

That deficit has been growing, and Com- 
merce Department officials who compile the 
figures have said this year’s total could sur- 
pass last veal's $39.7 billion, possibly 


threatening the $44.4 billion record of 1 978. 

Commerce's chief econo mist, Robert Ort- 
ner, said Monday that the current high value 
of the U.S. dollar relative to other nation's 
currencies also has helped push up the deficit 
by making it more expensive for foreigners to 
buy U.S. goods and less expensive for Ameri- 
cans to buy imports. However, be said, the 
$75 billion estimate “sounds very high.” 

McNamar estimated a $40 billion deficit 
for this year, up from last year's $27.8 billion 
shortfall, and Ortner said “ that base may be a 
little high" as a starting place for estimating 
next year's deficit. 

He said he doubted that the U.S. dollar 
would be robust enough to sustain such a 
large deficit, and he added that he expected 
Europe's economies “to do better than some 
people think," thereby possibly improving 
U.S. exports. 

McNamai's exact words were, "the U.S. 
trade deficit will grow substantially — from 
about $40 billion in 1982 to perhaps $75 
billion in 1983."

Invest more 
to hike jobs , 
EEC urged 

BRUSSELS. Nov. 16 (R) —France called 
Tuesday for a major investment drive to pro- 
vide jobs for some of the European 
Economic Community's 11 million unemp- 
loyed. but officials said it got a lukewarm 
reception from many of its nine partners. 

At talks convened to discuss the worst 
unemployment situation since World War IL 
French Finance Minister Jacques Delors 
warned that Western Europe risked falling 
into “a deflationary spiral.” 

He called on the joint meeting of finance 
and employment ministers to boost invest- 
ment in job-creating industries by at least one 
percent of their national wealth. - 
But officials said the Bonn and London 
governments were skeptical about the French 
plan. 

New West German Finance Minister 
Gerhard Stoltenberg said 80 percent of' 
investment in bis country was private. leaving' - 
little scope for government intervention. . 

India, Pakistan 
to bolster trade 

KARACHI. Nov. 16 (AP) — Indian and 
Pakistani businessmen signed a memoran- 
dum of understanding to expand bilateral 
trade, the Indian delegation head said. 

V.P. Punj, leader of the Indian business- 
men delegation, told reporters in Karachi 
Monday that the memorandum “is a begin- 
ning in the right direction and would help 
promote bilateral trade and economic coop- 
eration between the two countries in the pri- 
vate sector.” 

The document, he added, symbolizes the 
willingness of businessmen in the two conn- 
tries to expand trade for their mutual benefit. 
He said the two sides will meet every three 
months to sort out problems and review gen- 
eral trade relations, as provided by the 
memorandum. 

The Indian delegation was comprised of 
representatives of the Chamber of Com- 
merce and Industry from the Indian states of 
Punjab, Haryana and Delhi. The delegation 
concluded their two-week tour of Pakistan 
and is returning to India Tuesday. 

U.S. wholesale 
prices rise 0,5% 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (R) — U.S. 
wholesale prices, as measured by the pro- 
ducer price index for finished goods, rose a 
seasonally adjusted U.5 percent in October, 
the Labor Department said. 

The increase followed a decline of 0.1 per- . 
cent in September and left the index at 284.1 • 
percent of its 1 967 base of 1 (X), or3.6 percent 
higher than a year ago. 

The Labor Department said October's 
increase in wholesale prices translated into a 
5.7 percent annual inflation rate.

Dollar rates fall slightly

JEDDAH. Nov. 16 — The dollar fell 
bad: slightly in Europe Tuesday due to 
profit-taking and a feeling that the U.S. 
Federal . Reserve Board migh t cut if s dis- 
count rate tins week. The release of the 
latest U.S. weekly money supply figures - 
which showed a $2.7 billion rise in the Ml 
aggregates, did not affect the dollar with the 
markets having already discounted the 
major exchange rates for a much higfier 
figure. 

Eurodollar deposit rates did more higher, 
however, and the one-month rate was 
quoted at 9 15/16 - 10 percent while the 
three-month rate was quoted at 10 1/1 6- 10 
5/1 6 percent — up by Vk percent over Mon- 
day levels. The Federal Reserve's “Fed 
fund" prime lending rate remained steady 
around 9% percent with the “Fed” not 
entering into any major money market 
transactions. 

In the bullion markets, gold and silver 
prices edged higher then lower as dealers 
tried to analyze the implications of the 
money supply rises on U.S. interest rates in 
general. Gold prices were steady, however, 
at the $406 to $408 levels, but reports of 
some central bank selling of gold helped to 
push prices down later Tuesday. Silver 
prices were generally, weaker with the New 
York markets closing at $9.53 an ounce bin: 
with Tuesday seeing prices faD even further 
to $9.43 an ounce. 

In the local markets, riyal spot exchange 
.rates were quiet for a change, with prices of 


3.4403-08 being the order of the day. This 
compares to 3.4410-15 levels reached’ffie 
previous Tuesday when the dollar was 
storming the markets. Dealers reported 

moderate buying interest out of the Bahrain 

based OBUs — offshore banking units — 
as well as local traders. 

In the money markets, riyal deposit rates 
were mixed and die major activity was con- 
centrated in the short-dated funds. Week- 
fixed riyal deposit were quoted at 9V* - 9% 
down slightly over Monday’s 9V* - 10 per- 
cent high levels. The one month JIBOR was 
also down to 9Va percent from Monday's 
9% percent levels, while in the longer 
tenors the cme-year raze was quoted at 
10-10% percent. Dealers were divided in 
their opinion on whether riyal rates would 
remain at their present levels or not. but the 
majority were still inclined toward seeing 
riyal rates remaining stable for some time to 
come. 

. In Europe, die British pound fell to new 
record lows of 1 .6255 levels from 1 .6380 on 
Monday. Despite some moderate Bank of 
England support sterling continued to 
come under pressure on the exchanges 
based on long-term balance of payments 
expectations. The German mark and the 
Swiss currency on the other band rose to j

Volkswagen incurs $ 60m loss 


BONN, Nov. 16(R) — A slump in sales on 
the U.S. market helped produce heavy losses 
for Volkswagen in the first nine months of the 
year, the West German car company said 
Tuesday. 

The group, which is Western Europe's 
leading car maker and West Germany's sec- 
ond biggest employer, reported a hefty 146. 
million marks ($60 million) loss after a'small 1 
profit in the same period of 1981 — and 
financial analysts say Volkswagen's profit 
prospects, like the car market, are unlikely to 
improve before- mid- 1983. 

A combination of unsuccessful takeovers, 
top management changes and problems at 
overseas subsidiaries have hit a oomparty 
already suffering from a worldwide fall in car 
sales. 

Volkswagen's recenttroubles started when 
it bought the typewriter and computer com- 
pany, Triumph- Adler, in March 1979 in an 
attempt at diversification. But Volkswagen’s 
proven expertise in the car market (fid not 
work in the electronics sector. 

Finance Director Friedrich Thomee, who 
had backed the Triumph- Adler takeover, 
resigned last October following work-force 
cuts and losses at the subsidiary which ted 
Volkswagen to report its first quarterly loss 
since 1975. 

Only 10 days after Thomee’ s departure. 


Volkswagen's chief executive Toni 
Schmuecker, who had dragged the firm from 
the brink of bankruptcy in the mid-1970s, 
was forced to resign for health reasons. 
Schmeucker was succeeded by Carl Hahn, ( 
previously head of the countxys largest tire- ■ 
maker Conti Gummi. 

Volkswagen sales in the U.S. have fallen 35 
percent in 1982 mainly because buyers have 
not transferred their affection to recent mod- 
els from the popular beetle, no longer avail- 
able in the U.S.. 

U.S. bank raises: 
prime rate to 12%, 

NEW YORK, Nov. 16 (AFP) — Chemical' 
Bank, the seventh largest in the United 
States, Tuesday lifted its prime interest rate 
from 11 J to 12 percent, coming in line with 
the rest of the tanking sector. 

. Chemical Bank cut its prime, the interest 
rate offered by banks to their most credit- - 
worthy customers, from 12 to 11.5 percent 
Oct. 22, bur the move was not followed by 
other major banks. 

Analysts attributed Tuesday’s move to the ' 
latest growth in the UJS^ money^ supply, and, ; 
to the increase in interest rates on short-- 
term treasury bonds.

year. 

Kohl, who said his first visit to Washington 
as West German chancellor was intended to 
bolster West German- American ties, main- 
tained that goal had been made easier by 
Reagan s decision Saturday to lift U.S. sanc- 
tions on the Soviet- West European natural 
■ gas pipeline.

Queen Beatrix 
visiting London 

LONDON. Nov. 16 (R1 ~ Queen Beatrix 
of the Netherlands sailed up the River 
Thames to London in a Dutch guided-missile 
frigate Tuesday to begin a four-day state visit 
to Britain. Queen Beatrix and husband 
Prince Claus were greeted at Westminister 
pier, adjacent to the housesof Parliament, by 
Britain's Queen Elizabeth and her hdsband 
Prince Philip. 

Dutch Embassy officials said Queen Beat- 
rix arrived by ship to illustrate the fact that 
Britain and the Netherlands are maritime 
nations of long standing. Queen Beatrix 
traveled on board the frigate De Ruyter as far 
as Greenw ich in east London, site of a naval 
college and hospital. There, she boarded a 
launch accompanied by Prince Charles, heir 
to the British throne, for the last few miles. 

The frigate is named after Adm. Michiel de 
Ruyter, who in June 1667 raided the British 
port of Chatham, destroying six warships and 
sailing off with the British flagship the Royal 
Charles. Queen Beatrix was due to be enter- 
tained by Queen Elizabeth at Buckingham 
Palace Tuesday night and by British Prime 
Minister Margaret Thatcher at her official 
residence Wednesday. Queen Beatrix is to 
give a banquet for Queen Elizabeth on 
Thursday.

Kids smuggled 
into Hong Kong 

HONG KONG, Nov. 16<AP) — Hun- 
dreds of Chinese immigrants are having 
their children smuggled into Hong Kong 
in dangerous boat trips to avoid waiting 
several years for official clearance, 
authorities said Tuesday. 

Police spokesman Akber Khan said the 
children are hidden under large pSes of 
vegetables or other products in the boats 
by child smuggling racketeers, known in 
Chinese here as "snake heads." 

“The chances of children getting suffo- 
cated or being crushed in tough seas are 
very real," he added in an interview. In 
one case. Khan said, two children were 
drugged unconscious because they were 
too unruly. 

To ensure maximum profits, snake- 
heads usually “cramp as many children as 
possible" in their tiny boats, he said. In 
September, police found the body of a 
3-year-old at sea after a boat carrying nine 
young immigrants from China capsized 
just outside Hong Kong harbor. 

•* When payment is not forthcoming or if 
the parents cannot be contacted, some 
children have been dumped and left to 
fend for themselves,' 1 Khan said. He said a 
number of young children have been 
found wandering in the hills or abandoned 
inside run-down huts in tbe past year. 

Available police statistics show about 
3,000 children — mostly under tbe age of 
10 — were sumuggled into Hong Kong 
since October 1981 when the first child 
trafficking case was discovered. Police 
said most of those children came to join 
their parents who arrived in the British 
colony several years ago as illegal immig- 
rants and latcrestablished legal residence. 

Police said parents are paying snake- 
heads the equivalent of $1,045 to trans- 
port each of their children. Immigration 
authorities said the parents should have 
asked government permission for their 
children to settle in Hong Kong but one 
official admitted privately that “going 
through proper channels means a wait of 
several years." 

Sources close to the department said all 
the youngsters will be allowed to stay for 
“humanitarian reasons." Hong Kong 
allows 150 legal immigrants from China 
each day and source sc lose to the immigra- 
tion department said there are tens of 
thousands of people hoping to immigrate 
.on the other side of tbe border. .

Nov. 16 (AP) — U.S. space shut- 
tle Colombia broke through desert cloud 
cover at dawn Tuesday and returned to Earth 
for the fifth time in just 19 months.

Roy Bridges. “Yes sir. We deliver.” said 
Vance Brand. . 

We deliver. That was the NASA slogan, in 
orbit and on earth, all through the flight. At 
one point after deploying two co mm ercial 
satellites, the cargo handlers waved a sign 
that added: “Fast and courteous service.” 

Tbe crew arrived home elated with the 
satellite deployments, but disappointed by a 
canceled space walk. Landing seemed 
invigorating, and everyone was full of wisec- 
racks as work crews “safed” the vehicle. 

Tuesday’s was the ship's fifth perfect land- 
ing after five perfect launches. Brand guided 
Columbia through high douds and calm 
winds, sun sparkling off the craft to touch 
down on runway 22. a 1 5,000-foot concrete 
skirt that sits on California's Moiave Desert. 

For re-entry, mission . specialist Joseph 
Allen rode in the cockpit whfle William 
Lenoir strapped himself into a seat on a lower 
deck. He and pilot Robert Overmyer got the 
“go for deorbit burn" early Tuesday morn- 
ing. and at 1333 GMT they triggered the 
rockets high above the Indian Ocean. “On 
time, good burn.” confirmed Brand as the 
ship headed into earth atmosphere. 

The braking rockets slowed the shuttle's 
1 7.400-miIe-an-faour orbital speed and 
started h from 1 84 miles high on a long, blaz- 
ing descent back to Earth. Colombia plunged 
into the thickening atmosphere on a course 
that touk it over the Pacific north of Hawaii 
and across the California coast. It kicked up 
dust to end a postcard-perfect landing. 

Mission control woke the astronauts 
before midnight. California time, to the 
music, “Take me Horae. Country Roads.” 
Joe AUen asked, “is that runway 22 in West 
Virginia?” 

Before descent began. Bridges told Brand 
that conditions were “a little less than we'd 
like." with a high cloud deck and moderate 
winds. “Doesn’t sound ideaL but doesn't 
sound too bad.” Brand said. “We’ll be alert 
to pull our nose up a little bit and bring boards 
in if required" to slow Columbia down. It 
wasn't necessary, although Brand took tbe 
controls far sooner than originally planned to 
bring the ship through the clouds.

Waving and smiling, 
they bounced jauntily, one after the other, 
dgwn a stair ramp and made a walkaround 
inspection of Colombia.

U.S. senator wants troop cutback in Europe 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 16 (AP) - In a 
preview of an expected Senate debate, Sen. 
Ted Stevens said Monday the United States 
must cm back its troops in Europe promptly 
rather than await tbe outcome of arms talks. 

Tbe Alaska Republican’s remarks, pre- 
pared for a session of the military committee 
of tbe North Atlantic Assembly in London, 
were sharply at odds with abatement from 
Sen. Charles H. Percy, Re publican- Illinois. 
Percy, chairman of the Senate Foreign Rela- 
tions Committee, said he would fight “with 
all my energy and effort" against a troop 
reduction that has been proposed by the 
Senate appropriations committee. 

Stevens was a principal architect of that 
proposal as chairman of the subcommittee on 
defease appropriations. The defense approp- 
riations bill, including the troop reduction, is 
expected to reach the Senate floor after Con- 
gress reconvenes on Nov. 29. 

The House Defense Appropriations Sub- 
corn ittee was meeting in closed session Mon- 
day to draft its version of the Pentagon spend- 
ing bill. The Senate version calls for $233.4 
bifl ion in spending, with all major weapons 
projects intact but the number of troops in 
Europe reduced by 20,000. Stevens said that 

Silence prevails 
on African swap 

LUSAKA, Zambia, Nov. 16 (AP) — 
Amid a flurry of activity at Lusaka Airport, 
diplomats were silent Tuesday about the 
scheduled swap of three Soviets for three 
Americans held in Angola. 

On Monday, anti-Marxist Angolan guer- 
rillas released two Soviet airmen deep in the 
bush of southern Angola into the custody of 
the Red Cross, a third Soviet held by South 
Africa was to join them, and the three were to 
be taken to Lusaka Airport to be traded there 
for the three Americans. 

Abo involved in the swap were a Cuban 
held by South Africa, the bodies of three 
South African soldiers held by Angola, a 
number of Angolan troops captured by South 
Africa and a Roman Catholic archbishop 
taken prisoner by the Angolan guerrillas. 

The complex exchange was to have taken 
.place Monday, but Western and African dip- 
lomats said timing problems : apparently held 
up the trade. Zambian Air Force helicopters 
flew over the airport, expected to be the site 
of the twice- postponed prisoner exchange.

Center to halt

LONDON, Nov. 16 (R) — U.S. Sen. 
Henry Jackson called for a joint U.S.- 
Soviet consultation center to prevent a 
nudear war starting by accident, error or 
misunderstanding. He proposed that the 
center should be constantly staffed at 
some mutually agreeable place. 

Sen. Jackson said it would supplement, 
not replace, the 20-year-old “hot line" 
teleprinter link between Washington and 
Moscow. “We need additional arrange- 
ments for keeping matters from getting 
out of hand when one side has reason to 
question the intentions, and especially the 
□□dear intentions. 1 of the other," the 
Washington state Democrat said in Lon- 
don. 

Jackson, a member of the Senate 
Armed Services Committee, tokl the 
political committee of tbe North Atlantic 
Assembly .that the consultation center 
could be instantly alerted when incidents

Stevens said the troop restrictions recom- 
mended by the Senate Appropriations 
Comimittee do not require any wholesale 
withdrawal of U.S. forces, but a reduction by 
attrition to levels established at tbe beginning 
of 1981, 

He said U.S. troops stationed in Europe 
have increased, by nearly 60,000 since tbe 
earlier congressional debates over NATO 
forces. Daring tbe same period, he said, cen- 
tral European forces declined by 66,000. He 
said Defense Department figures show that 
U.S. spending for NATO has leaped from 
$78 billion in 1981 to a projected SI 33 bil- 
lion in 1983. 

“Common sense requires those of us in ibe 
Senate who want a strong defense and a 
strong NATO to take the. lead in adjusting 
defease spending," Stevens said. “If we do 
not, we will be replaced in Congress by peo- 
ple who come to office 'dedicated to drastic 
defense cuts."

The front line states — Zimbabwe, Zam- 
bia, Angola, Mozambique, Botswana and 
Tanzania — believe South Africa is dragging 
its feet over independence for Namibia and 
waging an undercover regional war of des- 
tabilization in order to keep its black neigh- 
bors economically dependent. 

Zimbabweans are critical of Washington's 
support for a $1.04 bQlion Internationa] 
Monetary Fun d( IMF) loan to South Africa. 
They also resist any linkage between the pre- 
sence of Cuban troops in Angola and a Sooth 
African withdrawal from Namibia, which it 
rules in defiance of most of tbe world. 

Before heleft tbe United States Bush said 
he thought a Namibian deal would be imposs- 
ible unless the Cubans go borne.

JEDDAH — First impressions are not 
always the best. Very often, they can be 
highly misleading as this reporter was to learn 
as he went further and further beyond the 
very urban facade of A1 Bflad hotel here.

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conducted by Henna Good and Henna. 
Antoa Good said all the classes are going 
very well. The response from the people has 
been very encou raging, he added. 

As for restaurants, there are four from the 
boulevard cafe and terrace which remains 
open day and night to the bowl bite restaur- 
ant serving snacks and refreshments directly 


at the bowling center. The hotel also provides 
banquet facilities for business meetings and 
family reunions. 

All in all. AJ Bflad is hotel with a 
difference -a hotel which provides you some- 
thing more than carering services and ban- 
quet rooms, afl in as lovely a setting as you 
can think of in a busy urban area.

U.S. seeks help in fighting drug menace ^HOfwCT LOOK

KUALA LUMPUR (R) — The United 
States, deeply worried by the implications of 
a glut of heroin from Southeast Asia, is appe- 
aling to the world community to help its fight 
against illicit drugs. 

U.S. narcotics officials who met in Kuala 
Lumpur this month for a three-day regional 
conference said they were unhappy that 
many nations regarded drug addiction as an 
American problem even though the menace 
was just as serious and as widespread in other 
countries. They were particularly concerned 
by the surplus of heroin from another bumper 
opium harvest, estimated at 600 tons, in the 
notorious “Golden Triangle" straddling the 
borders of Thailand. Laos and Burma. 

Following a drought in the triangle in the 
late 1970s. the consuming markets in West- 
ern Europe and the United States have been 
dominated by heroin from the “Golden Civs- 
■ cent" states of Iran. Afghanistan and Pakis- 
tan. The U.S. officials said a tremendous 
■stockpile of "crescent" heroin could supply 
the street market for the nest Five or six years 
and the bumper crop in the triangle com- 
pounded the problem. 

They said heroin prices were falling as 
“triangle" heroin fought with "crescent" one 
to regain its traditional markets while at the

You may 
be surprised and happy to learn that colchicine — as old a remedy as 
it is — is still being prescribed and preferred by some of the finest 
rheumatologists. Especially valuable in the acute attack of inflamma- 
tion. it is also used to betaken daily to prevent future attacks. During 
the acute attack, pills are taken at hourly intervals until there's 
favorable response. For some patients, relief follows, after only six 
l pills have been taken. In others, gastrointestinal side effects do not 


same time seeking new and bigger ones in 
Asia. New Zealand and Australia. The 
United States sought more cooperation from 
governments in Asia to stop heroin reaching 
the black market by controlling the growing 
of opium and intensifying action against 
heroin traffickers and addicts, they said.

Noting that the number of drug addicts in 
the United States was now increasing after 
stabilizing at about 400,000 for several years. ' 
they expressed the fear that there would be a 
rapid rise in addiction throughout the world. 
The U.S. Drug Enforcement Agency (DE A) 
said that more than 200 kg of heroin worth 
about $50 million bound for street markets in 
the United States, West Europe and Asia had 
been intercepted so far this year. Arrests for 
drug trafficking had been made in Thailand. 
Malaysia. Singapore. Hong Kong and 
Australia. 

Thailand and Burma recently launched 
military campaigns against opium warlord 
Chang Chee-Fu, also known as Khun Sa, who 
controls the "triangle" opium trade through 
the guerrilla Shan United Army. Burma, 
which has an estimated 1 00.000 drug addicts, 
destroyed more than 17.600 hectares of 
opium poppy plantations in the Shan states. 


Malaysia and Singapore both have the death 
penalty for drug trafficking and set up a coor- 
dinating body this year to enable narcotics 
officers to operate across their common bor- 
der. But the U.S. officials still feel the world 
community had not committed itself 
wholeheartedly to fight the drug problem. 

The United Nations Narcotics Commis- 
sion. faring mounting difficulties and frustra- 
tions in trying to control the illicit drugs mar- 
ket. urged the world body early this year to 
declare an international year against drug 
abuse. “So long as we still have addiction 
problems, we have not done enough to con- 
trol the drug problem and we have a long way 
to do." Dominick Dicarlo. U.S. assistant sec- 
retary for international narcotics matters, 
told reporters in Kuala Lumpur. 

U.S. narcotics officials said they estimated 
at least half a million people would be 
involved in the production of 60 to 90 tons of 
heroin, from the growing of the opium to its 
refining and distribution as heroin. “We are 
fighting a highly complex and sophisticated 
organization which has money and the latest 
communications equipment to move the 
illicit drug trade." one official told Reuters. 
He said the problem would not be solved 
merely by arresting heroin couriers. 

The officials, citing the example of Thai- 
land. said the biggest task was to stop opium

Thailand has adopted a United 
Nations 10-year program to substitute cash 
crops for opium, but the officials said it had so 
far failed to show any tangible results. 

Narcotics officials in Malaysia and other 
Southeast Asian states, while noting the U.S. 
fears, say they see a contradiction in policy by 
some Western nations in the fight against 
illic it drugs. They point to the case of Beatrice 
Sail bin. a French girl sentenced to death by 
the Malaysian high court this year for traffick- 
ing in heroin. 

Her case received world prominence as the 
French press, regarding the death penalty as a 
violation of human rights, put pressure on 
Malaysia not to execute her. The sentence 
was later commuted to life imprisonment on 
appeal to the Malaysian federal court 
Malaysian officials said the death sentence 
for drug traffickers was warranted to prevent 
drug syndicates finding couriers. 

The United States has various penalties 
for drug offenses, including a 1 5-year max- 
imum prison term for both drug trafficking 
and conspiracy to move flhrit drugs. “But 
U.S. courts have in the past handed down 
light sentences of two or three years jail for 
drug offenses which do not reflect the 
administration’s view of the seriousness of 
the drug problem." One Malaysian official 
said. 

Peking, Manila become 
transshipment centers 

BANGKOK (AFP) — Communist China 
and the Philippines have become heroin 
transshipment centers, with routes farming 
out to Europe, the United States and 
Australia, a U.S. Congressman told a news 
conference here Wednesday. 

William Hughes, chairman of the UJS. 
House Subcommittee on Crime, said a crack- 
down in Thailand, generally considered the 
region's major drug transit point, had forced 
traffickers to diversify their outlets. 

Hughes said heroin was being routed 
through China because screening procedures 
were more lax there, while the Philippines 
was a “natural t ransship ment area" because 
of a new airport in Manila. The drugs reached 
China by courier from Hong Kong as well as 
possibly through the Shan states of eastern 
Burma into the southern province of Yun- 
nan. the congressman said, quoting U.S. 
intelligence reports. 

Hughes, who met Chinese Foreign Minis- 
ter Huang Hua last week in Peking, said the 
latter had indicated an awareness of the prob- 
lem and plans to step up anti-smuggling 
efforts. Peking was also moving to prevent 
crooked chemists from obtaining in southern 
China the special chemicals needed to refine 
heroin from opium, he quoted Huang as say- 
ing. 



Test for U.N. 
presidents

It got lost in the deluge of election news, 
and also in my files, but I'd like to go back a 
little more than a month to a speech by Imre 
Hollai of Hungary, this year's president of 
the United Nations General Assembly. 

In that speech Mr. Hollai expressed 
shock over killings in Lebanon, and said 
that compared to them "the killings in 
Afghanist an are largely exaggerated.** 

He also expressed concern over "mass 
violations” of human rights, but mentioned 
only South Africa and Cuba in that connec- 
tion, not Poland. Iran, Cuba. Libya. 
Czechoslovakia, or. of course, the Soviet 
Union. . 

As the New York Times pointed out, "it 
was unusual for the president of the Gen- 
eral Assembly to voice such a position publ- 
icly. The president is supposed to work in a 
fashion that does not reflect any nation's 
policy." .... 

'After reading that news story it occurred 
to me that a test should be devised for all 
candidates who aspire to the G.A. presi- 
dency. Every candidate will bring to the 
U.N. some of the prejudices and biases of 
his country, of course, but there should be a 
limit — and how better to determine that 
limi t than by giving all potential presidents 
an examination? After all. if one can't tell a 
chicken from a duck, one shouldn't go into 
the poultry business.
